A GOVERNMENT 


Bitter parliamentary debate over pipeline creates Canadian crisis 


In the Canadian House of Commons last week 
the Liberal government stood at bay in one of 
the gravest political crises since it came to 
power in 1935. A bitter debate almost with- 
out parallel, sketched for Lire in Ottawa by 
Jacob Landau, raged over a government bill to 
lend $80 million to Trans-Canada Pipe Lines 
Ltd. for a natural gas pipeline (see map). 
Trans-Canada, organized by Texas million- 
aire Clint Murchison, was the only builder 
with enough pipe to make an immediate start 
‘on construction, but was unable to raise capi- 
tal to finance the project without help from 
the government. The Conservatives and the 
Socialists, making political capital of growing 
U.S. domination of Canada’s resources, lined 


up against the loan as a case in point. But the 
pipeline issue soon became secondary when 
the Liberal majority, for the first time in a 
quarter of a century, imposed closure—a par- 
liamentary device to limit debate. 

Socialist and Tory members replied with 
anguished shouts of “dictatorship” and “guil- 
lotine.” Later, as the debate grew more bitter, 
they took the unprecedented step of impugning 
the integrity of Speaker Rene Beaudoin and 
moved to unseat him on grounds of partisan- 
ship. Though the Liberals had the votes to 
force their loan through parliament, their tac- 
ties would probably force an early election 
which would put the fate of Prime Minister 
Louis St. Laurent’s government in jeopardy.

ADVICE FROM AND TO WRITERS 


SPARE THE CAPITOL! 


Many Americans are not aware that Congress is 
planning a needless project to alter the face of 
the Capitol—in a manner which many archi- 
tects think would mar its beauty. 

To understand what the congressmen have 
afoot, one must first understand some peculi- 
arities of the Capitol’s structure, Traditional- 
ly, such domed buildings have a base which 
extends a considerable distance out from the 
bottom of the dome; classic domed structures 
do this and most of them look alike. 

‘The Capitol, happily, is in a class by itself. 
Its western hase so extends, but its eastern 
facade—what most tourists think of as the 
ront”—is cut short, ending almost directly 
beneath the dome’s base with the famous col- 
umns before which most of our Presidents 
have been inaugurated. 

‘The reason the Capitol fails to conform to 
architectural stereotypes is a happy accident. 
It originally had a small wooden dome. When 
the preseni, larger cast-iron dome was put in 
place in 1863 plans were made to extend the 
facade to give the dome an esthetically “prop- 
er” base. But it was never done and many 
architects came to realize that this foreshort- 
ened base, with its effect of a cascading tumult 
of columns from top to ground (see picture), 
was not only unusual but unique and remark- 
ably pleasing. 

This is the effect that the House has voted 
to mar by extending that facade about 36 feet 
forward. This move to alter the Capitol is all 
fouled up with other projects to provide con- 
gressmen with more office space. Appraising the 
facade project, ARcurTectuRAL Forum soberly 
estimates it will cost $200 per square foot to 
provide more hearing rooms and lunch rooms. 
This is close to four times the costliest we 
ing space ever yet erected. All this seems a high 
price for a project which will ruin the beauty 
of a national shrine. 

And as to the extra office space, we salute 
Towa’s Representative H. R. Gross, Republi- 
can, who says, “I may have a hole in the head 
but I can say I need a third office like I need 
another hole in the head.” 

We think the U.S. public will have a hole 
in its head if it doesn’t rise up in wrath to 
stop this botchery. 


An editorial here last fall (Wanted: An 
American Novel,” Sept. 12, 1955 suggested 
that our current fiction wasn’t speaking for 
the country; that it was gloomier. more sor- 
did, and less “affirmative” than befits the 
most successful society in human history. 
The subsequent crop of best-sellers by such 
leading American novelists as O'Hara, I 
Shaw, Norman Mailer and Nelson Algren is 
not calculated to mollify our earlier judg- 
ment. But we have been greatly impressed 
by the vigorous critical reaction of literary 
men, who have spoken up for their craft 
and its problems with confidence and wit. 
American writers, or a lot of them, like 
nothing better than to discuss their own 
function. And of problems they profess a 
complete set. 

Some writers feel surrounded by sinister, 
hostile forces, even a Philistine conspiracy 
to control their thoughts, of which the Lire, 
editorial was cited as an example. “Ameri- 
can literature is invited, with a scarcely 
veiled threat of economic boycott if not 


to eat he will henceforth haye-to sing for 
his supper.” Thus Lawrence Lipton in the 
Chicago Review, Needless to say, Lire did 
not say, hint or mean any such thing; we 
quote it merely to suggest that part of the 
novelist’s problem is a certain touchiness, 
familiar to all branches of the writing trade, 
that keeps him fiddling with his chair, ash 
tray, window shade, pocketbook and even 
citizenship papers, long after he should have 
started work. 


A new book by Critic John Aldridge (In 
Search of Heresy) contains a long list of ad- 
ditional complaints. In the “gray new world” 
of conformist and prosperous democracy. 
which includes the paperback boom, the 
novelist has a much bigger “audience” but 
a smaller “public”—i.e., people who talk 
about him and write him letters. In addition, 
he faces new interlopers in his trade of in- 
terpreting morals and manners. Bright soci- 
ologists like David Riesman skewer trends 
before the novelist is even aware of them; 
psychiatrists’ casebooks, instead of being the 
novelist’s source material, are in the next 
black tin frame to his on the paperback 
whirligig. No wonder Jean Stafford complains 
that novelists are inhibited by the fear that 
“we won't parse medically or sociologically.” 
Moreover, the word-man is competing with 
two other story media, the movies and TV, 
and hasn't solved his relationship to them 
except that (as Aldridge puts it in another 
connection) “the ery of ‘Rape!’ [is] forever 


A still more serious form of competition, 
though not on Aldridge’s list, is the short 
story. Unlike the novel, it has been brought 
as close to perfection as an art form can be. 
The best criticism of a good (i.e., so-so) 


O'Hara novel is a good (i.e., wonderful) 
O'Hara short story. Maybe America can 
only be truly rendered in vignettes. John 
Cheever recently wrote a short story—The 
Journal of an Old Gent—that said so much 
in so few words it almost proved the novel 
obsolete. If so (the English novel is only a 
couple of centuries old), art will doubtless 
still stumble along without it, or maybe soar. 

But back to Aldridge’s complaints, His 
topper is the “failure of dramatic possibili- 
ties in our culture”—i.e., Americans don’t 
do or feel anything worth writing a novel 
about. “Their goal is, in fact, a condition of 
life in which they will not be required to do 
anything ever again, This, I suspect, is what 
the poet John Berryman meant when he said 
that ‘a man can live his whole life in this 
country without finding out whether he is a 
coward.’ The novel has consequently been 
forced to concern itself with more and more 
marginal and aberrant subjects . . . [for] 
fresh materials. . . .” 

In other words, Americans are so happy, 
adjusted and stupid that novelists must 
either haunt the freak shows with Nelson 
Algren or confess themselves technologically 
unemployed, The mind reels before such a 
thought, but can spin off two final reflections. 


First, even if Americans weren’t worth 
writing about (which is preposterous), other 
people would be, The classic of intercultural 
contacts is Forster's A Passage to India. That 
it remains so is no credit to American novel- 
ists, some of whom have also been abroad. 
We are proud to call attention to John Her- 
sey’s new novel, 4 Single Pebble (p. 138), as 
another worthy paving stone in the long road 
between West and East, which will remain 
an inexhaustible subject for writers long aft- 
er the novel has turned into something else. 

Second, we note that the better the writer, 
the less likely he is to complain of his envi- 
ronment. Lawrence Lipton tells the writer 
that if he can’t utterly reject the American 
“neon wilderness,” he should at least “dis- 
affiliate” from it (like John L. Lewis: “We 
disaffiliate”) and cultivate the art of poverty 
as a guarantee of intellectual independence. 
That's not bad advice for devotees of any 
high calling, whether art, scholarship or the 
church. Even better, however, is what Faulk- 
ner recently advised: ‘The good writer never 
applies to a foundation. He’s too busy writ- 
ing something. ... I have no time to won- 
der who is reading me. ... I am not a lit- 
erary man but only a writer. ... ‘The only 
environment the artist needs is whatever 
peace, whatever solitude, and whatever pleas- 
ure he can get at not too high a cost.” 

This reminds us of what Mary Heaton 
Vorse told some young writers in 1911, 
which Sinclair Lewis always thought the last 
word on the subject. Said she: “The art of 
writing is the art of applying the seat of the 
pants to the seat of the chair.”

Wake Forest pulls up .stakes, 
hound for a $19 million home 


As Wake Forest College moved the 311 mem- 
bers of its graduation class out into the world 
last month, it got ready for a big move of its 
own. The Baptist college was giving up its 
122-year-old campus (right) in the little North 
Carolina town of Wake Forest and taking up 
life on a brand-new $19 million campus in 
Winston-Salem, 110 miles away (below). 

The move had its beginning in 1946 when 
the Z, Smith Reynolds Foundation promised 
the college an annual grant of $350,000 in per- 
petuity if it would relocate in Winston-Salem, 
home of the R. J. Reynolds Tobacco Company.

Behind this strategy was the hope that Adlai 
Si nson and Estes Kefauver would con- 
tinue to knock each other out in the prima- 
ries, and that Harriman would climb through 
the ropes at Chicago to have his hand held 
aloft by the referee. 


Walking toward the ring 


OW a whole new phase of the Harriman 

campaign is under way. He has begun 
walking toward the ring. On his mid-May 
trip through the West he made his first open 
acknowledgment of the fact that his name 
would go before the Democratic National 
Convention “not as a favorite son, but as 
a candidate.” Having made that clear, he 
could join the DeSapio sales force: “If any 
of the good people of Wyoming want to 
support the candidate from New York I'd 
be mighty proud.” 

What are Dark Horse Harriman’s chances 
of winning the race? The answer depends, 
in considerable measure, on the power of 
another politician named Harry Truman.

Sapio engineered Harriman’s election as governor. 
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CHIEF HOPE for Harriman’s candidacy is Harry Truman, who last fall 
tended a Democratic rally in Albany with the governor and delighted him 
by saying, “If I were a citizen of New York State, I know who I'd be for.” 
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President Truman has steadfastly refused to say which Demo- 
cratic candidate he favors. But every Democrat who has been 
listening can easily draw the conclusion that Truman is for his old 
friend and associate Averell Harriman. The most recent indication 
was the former President’s speech in New York last month when 
he presented the Four Freedoms Foundation award to Harriman. 
With all the fervor of a man making 
a nominating speech, Truman said of 
Harriman: “He has worked with a 
wisdom and skill that few others pos- 
sess. We miss his wisdom and energy 
and sure touch in our foreign policy 
today. I don’t think there is any man 
in the United States I think more 
highly of.” 

While Harry Truman has thus 
been maintaining what he calls a neu- 
tral position, some of Truman’s old 
associates are organizing for Harri 
man across the country. One of the 
key men is Frank McKinney, the 
Indianapolis banker once described 
by Truman as “the best national 
chairman the Democratic party ever 
had.” McKinney’s job is to cover the 
Midwest and West, lining up the Truman-vintage party leaders. 

To supplement McKinney's work, Carmine DeSapio and New 
York Democratic State Chairman Michael H. Prendergast will be 
abroad in the land much of the time until the Democrats convene 
in August. Cutting up the U.S. be- 
tween them, they will cover almost 
every state, visiting national commi 
teemen, state chairmen and other 
party leaders, to promote Harriman. 

With such experts as Truman, 
McKinney, DeSapio and Prendergast 
spreading the word, Harriman him- 
self could well afford to remain “in- 
active” until his handlers decided it 
was time for him to make a move. 
While Harriman was lying low, the 
experts did all the arguing in these

‘Averell Harrimin’s “inactive candidacy,” with its most impor- 
tant support coring from a man who claims he is not supporting 
anyone, is no }$s unusual than the earlier phases of the Harriman 
route to the <mpaign trail of 1956. Instead of working his way 
up from huble beginnings, he is a man trying to struggle down 
from his oyitlent beginnings to political success. 

‘Avertl Harriman was born 64 years ago, the son of E. H. Har- 
rimar: the “Little Giant” of Wall Street, one of the most successful 
and powerful financiers in U.S. history. When E. H. died in 1909, 
he #as the dominant figure in 75,000 miles of railroads worth $5 
hilion. But his personal fortune of $100 million had not won him 
political honors. President Theodore Roosevelt included the “Lit- 
tle Giant” among his “malefactors of great wealth,” and labeled 
him “an undesirable en.” 

Throughout most of his life, Averell Harriman (who was named 
for his mother, Mary Averell, the daughter of a railroad president) 
has been struggling toward two goals: to achieve substantial suc- 
cess in his own right and to prove that he is not a “malefactor of 
great wealth.” 

Harriman had a well-spent youth, enjoying winters in a luxurious 
town house in Manhattan and summers on a 20,000-acre estate 
35 miles up the Hudson where he practiced the rich man’s sports 
of polo, private-preserve hunting and exercising his own trotters 
on his own race track, At Groton and Yale he was only an average 
student, but he displayed superior skill at bridge and rowing. 

After graduating from Yale in 1913, he went to work for his 
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POLO STAR Harriman (left) played the number one position on U.S. team 
which defeated Argentina in 1928. Harriman gave up polo a few years later. 
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WITH ROOSEVELT, who gave him his first political job, and former Union 
Pacific President C. R. Gray, Harriman inspected new streamlined train. This 
was in 1934 when Harriman was special adviser to Department of Commerce, 
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father’s Union Pacific Railroad and in two yeas became a vice 
president. But railroading was an inherited glory and Harriman 
decided that he wanted to become an independent sipping tycoon. 
After 10 years of effort, during which tycoonship clitled ham, he 


switched to airplanes and spent three years as chairtap of Avia- 
tion Corp. Again he failed to match his father’s succes8}and in 
1932 he returned to railroading. 

His first wife, Kitty Lanier Lawrence, divorced him in 1926. and 
the next year he married Mrs. Marie Norton Whitney, who had 
just divorced Cornelius Vanderbilt Whitney. They have now beea 
married 26 years, and Marie Harriman has learned a lot about pol- 
itics. When an interviewer asked her recently about her 64-year- 
old husband’s golf game, she said, “He doesn’t have a golf game; 
he’s not old enough.” (He is 13 monthe younger than golfer 
Eisenhower.) 

It was not until 1933 when he first entered the field of govern- 
ment that Harriman began to achieve his goals. Although born into 
a Republican heritage, he voted for Al Smith in 1928 and in 1932 
supported an old family friend, Franklin Delano Roosevelt. The 
following year he became New York chairman of the NRA’s Re- 
employment Campaign Committee. Since that day he has compiled 
a remarkable record of public service in a glittering variety of ad- 
ministrative posts: chief administrative officer of NRA, special en- 
voy to London and Moscow, ambassador to Russia, ambassador to 
the Court of St. James’s, Secretary of Commerce, roving ECA ambas- 
sador in Europe, director of Mutual Security, and many others 

Harriman and his supporters look upon this record of service in 
the federal government as one of his greatest assets in his bid for 
the presidency. No other man in active public life can match it. 
In the course of his service Harriman gained tremendous experi- 
ence at the major international conferences of World War II. He 
attended almost all of the Big Three meetings, and he did so with- 
out falling into the political booby trap of becoming known as a 
“Communist dupe.”” As various memoirs and diaries show, Harri- 
man consistently warned his associates about the threat of Com- 
munism and the ambitions of Russia. 

Averell Harriman is proud of his record as a “premature anti- 
Communist,” and he has been able to use it to good advantage. 
Because the Democratic party is itself vulnerable to charges of past 
softness toward Communism, other Democratic candidates in 1956 
have made only few and feeble criticisms of the Eisenhower admin- 
istration’s handling of the Communist threat. But Harriman, with 
his long, strong record of anti-Communism, does not hesitate to 
attack the Republicans on this issue. 

Four years ago Harriman decided to run for office for the first 
time. Characteristically, he shot for the top: with Truman’s bless- 
ing but not his support, he tried to get the Democratic nomination 
for the presidency. His failure was so dismal that it embarrassed 
even his opponents. On the platform he proved a wretched speaker, 
and when he tried to do a Kefauver, the result was appalling. One 
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HANDSHAKE WITH STALIN took place at Yalta Conference in 1945. Then 
ambassador to Russia, Harriman warned that Russia would be untrustworthy. 
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day when he dropped in for a chat with a family in a public hous- 
ing project, a desperate photographer uttered a cry that was a one- 
sentence critique of the Harriman campaign technique. “Please,” 
begged the photographer, "make one more effort to be friendly 
with the baby.” Harriman wound up with 123) convention votes. 

On the basis of this sorry showing he was given no chance what- 
ever when he decided, two years later, that he would like to be 
governor of New York. Franklin Delano Roosevelt Jr. seemed as- 
sured of the Democratic nomination, and beyond Roosevelt loomed 
the formidable figure of Senator Irving Ives, the Republican nom- 
ince and a proven vote-getter. But with the help of Tammany Hall 
Boss Carmine DeSapio, Harriman grabbed the nomination and 
went on to nose out Ives by 12,000 vote 

Harriman and his backers see the national picture of 1956 as an 
enlargement of the New York situation in 1954: Harriman is 
waiting until the last minute to make his real move against the 
presumed leaders in the race. He will make it at the right time and 
go on to skin by that big vote-getter in the White House. 

Since the day he took the ernor’s oath of office in Albany, 
Averell Harriman has been quietly campaigning for the presi 
dency. His 1956 legislative program was a model for a national 
program guaranteed to appeal to Roosevelt-Truman voters: more 
help for the aged, more state health services, more aid for schools, 
more unemployment insurance, the biggest budget in New York 
history. All through the session he attacked the terms of a tax 
bill passed by the Republican legislature, but at the end he 
finally signed it upon the urgent ple s of his political advisers. A 
record as a tax-cutter, his aidles argued, would come in handy in a 
presidential campaign. 

‘As governor he has been a hard-working, intense administrator, 
although he has an annoying habit of assigning a job to one man 
and then asking another how it is going. He concentrates on de- 
tails and has a painstaking memory for the most minute provi- 
sions of a bill, which he will discuss remorselessly. This character- 
istic has led to the nickname, “Honest Ave, the Hairsplitter.” 

While his Republican opponents may be appalled by the com- 
parison, Averell Harriman, in appearance, is the most Lincoln- 
esque man on the U.S. political scene. He is tall, stooped, has 
deep-set eyes, graying hair and a quiet, heartfelt voice. He is a 
tense man with nervous mannerisms (riding in his limousine, he 
continually presses the buttons automatically opening and 
closing the windows), but he looks younger than his years and 
is still a good man on skis. In spite of the rigors of being gov- 
ernor of New York, he has managed to gain weight in the job, 
an achievement which he has explained by saying, “I spent 
10 years fighting Communists, and now all I have to fight is 
Republicans.” But in election year 1956 he has realized that he 
should not throw a general blanket over all Republicans, and 
so the comment now reads “Republican politicians” or “Repub- 
lican leaders.” 

While Harriman would never admit it, there is, indeed a “new 
Harriman.” He is the same man, but he has developed a new 
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NEW POLITICAL SKILL is displayed in visit to school at Horsehead, N.Y. 
where Harriman proves that he has learned how to be friendly with children. 
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political presence. His experience in the highly educational 
process of campaigning for and getting votes, the careful instruc- 
tions from Expert DeSapio and close association with work- 
aday politicians have made him a considerably better politi- 
cal personality, He is more at ease with the political phrase, 
the worker and the political necessities. Attuned to the in- 
ternational and religious complexity of the New York electorate, 
he has managed in a single brief speech to express his apprecia- 
tion of the Irish, his respect for Israel and his admira- 
tion for the Pope. He has not become a Churchill or a Frank- 
lin Roosevelt or a Harry Truman, but he has learned to be 
friendly with the baby. 

Harriman is deeply convinced that the Democratic party can win 
in 1956 only by a hard-hitting campaign on the “liberal” side, and 
he believes that he is the man to wage that campaign. His political 
speeches are slashing, partisan attacks on President Eisen- 
hower (‘‘a President who has never shown any great interest 
in his job”). He punctuates them with blunt charges that the 
Republican administration has betrayed the farmers (‘The only 

son anybody keeps hogs anymore is for company”), sold out to 
big business ("We have got to teach those fellows in Washington 
that what's good for the farmers is good for General Motors”), pet 
mitted itself to be fooled by the Communists and destroyed the 
U.S. position in the world (Dulles has been “trying to appease the 
isolationist part of his party and not thinking about the welfare 
of his country”). On his western tour, in the areas where develop- 
ment of natural resources is an important issue, he sharpened his 
line to ridicule. ‘The only new irrigation project Eisenhower hi 
put under construction,” he cracked, “is the new sprinkling 
tem at the Burning ‘Tree golf course.”” 

Time and again Harriman has made it clear that he considers 
Adlai Stevenson’s “moderate” campaign approach weak and ine 
fective: “Eisenhower has a copyright on the ‘middle-of-the road.” 
He uses it as a shield for inaction. The Democratic party is a liberal 
party—the party of Franklin Roosevelt and Harry Truman, That 
its record and its tradition. It cannot win by trying to compromise. 
I want no part of a ‘me too’ campai 

Harriman’s outline of what he will do if he is elected President 
includes “enforcing” the Supreme Court’s integration decision, 
increasing the minimum wage, pushing through legislation more 
favorable to labor, increasing subsidies for farmers, restricting the 
growth of big corporations and “restoring the U.S. to its place in 
the world.” His general aim is to march briskly forward on the 
roads charted by the New Deal and the Fair Deal. In that tradi 
Harriman already has a label for his own program: “New Vision.” 

Harriman firmly believes that the Democratic National Conven- 
tion should and will disregard the position of old line southern 
Democrats and nominate a northern liberal, Constantly vocal on 
the issue of civil rights, he has charged that the South has “per- 
verted” the doctrine of states rights to mean “domination of 
minorities.” 

Answering the criticism that zealots may cause serious trouble 
in so explosive a situation as desegregation in the South, Harriman 
has argued that “only zeal, not moderation, can win the fight 
against discrimination. Only the zealot fighting for equality can 
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win against the bigot standing for oppression. The danger today is 
not from those who stand for e ity and press for it with zeal, 
but from those who impede their efforts by petty partisanship, 
from the irresponsibles who would like to turn the masses into 
the mob, and from the indifferent, who don’t care.” 

All this, of course, makes most conservative southern Demo- 
crats wince even at the mention of the name Harriman. Few of 
them have attacked him openly, but privately many say that Harri- 
man never will win any substantial number of southern delegates. 
Forming a solid bloc under the leadership of someone like Senator 
Lyndon Johnson of Texas, and shifting their votes to Adlai Steven- 
son or to Missouri’s Senator Stuart Symington, the Southerners at 
the Democratic National Convention might be able to deny Averell 
Harriman the nomination even if he develops real strength north 
of the Mason-Dixon Line. But Harriman waves aside such opposi- 
tion with the remark that the convention should not let “a few 
reactionary members of Congress” tell it what to do. He believes 
that the Democratic party must take a strong stand on civil rights 
to keep the Negro vote in the north, and let the Southerners do 
what they will, even if that means a walkout. “Let any ‘compro- 
mise’ Democratic candidate try to carry New York,” he says when 
anyone recommends moderation. 

in this mood, Harriman impatiently dismisses candidates who 
have been discussed as particularly acceptable to the South. Ohio's 
Governor Lausche? “A Republican,” snaps Harriman. Missouri's 
Senator Symington? Here the Harriman tone softens somewhat, 
but he aie “Would the convention select the second-ranking 
moderate candidate if the first [Adlai Stevenson] is turned down?” 

While Harriman quite naturally refuses to discuss vice presi- 
dential possibilities, there has been speculation that Symington— 
or someone like Symington—might be his choice if he gets first 

lace on the ticket. Although Harry Truman decided not to be a 

issouri delegate to the conyention after the delegation was 
pledged to Symington (he said he wanted to be a free agent), Harri- 
man’s western leader, Frank McKinney, has been making compli- 
mentary remarks about the senator from Missouri. After taking a 
poll of Democratic leaders recently, McKinney said he had found 
that Symington had strong “second choice” support for President. 


Votes along the old ‘U.P.’ line 


HERE do the Harriman forces expect their own man’s sup- 

port to come from, outside of New York? Although Harri- 
man is not widely known in many of the states west of the Missis- 
sippi (or even west of the Hudson), his strategists think that he 
will get important and early strength from some of the western and 
northwestern states he moved through in mid-May on his first real 
campaign tour. These states are the territory of the Union Pacific 
Railroad, and many a Westerner along the route remembers that 
Averell Harriman was once chairman of the board of the “U.P.” 
(he resigned in 1946; his brother, E. Roland Harriman, now holds 
the post). Away out in Utah, Milton Weilenmann, Democratic 
state chairman, is an ardent Harriman man. Tim Sullivan, the 
mayor of Butte, Mont., refers to the governor of New York as 
“Give ‘em Hell Harriman, the next President of the U.S.” 

Harriman believes that his background as a man of business and 
industry will attract many a conservative voter who might other- 
wise be afraid of his New Deal-Fair Deal record. A Harriman parti- 
san asks, “How many businessmen will believe that a Harriman 
really could be dangerous?” 

On this point Harry Truman has outlined the Harriman cam- 
Paign theme to draw votes from both left and right. “Here,” said 

‘ruman, “you have a capitalist who has long been engaged in the 
war on poverty throughout the world. Here you have a business- 
man who is working to expand social security, to support the in- 
come of farmers and to expand and protect the civil rights and the 
civil liberties of all our citizens. Here you have a believer in private 
enterprise, one active in investing American dollars abroad, who— 
far from being an imperialist—has given his best efforts to secure 
and protect the freedom of other countries.” 

As a base on which to build his delegate strength, Harriman 
will have the largest single delegation in the convention. He will 
have nearly all of New York’s 98 votes. except for a few Ste- 
venson supporters. Franklin Delano Roosevelt Jr. is back in the 
fold and may be the Harriman floor manager. New York City’s 
Mayor Robert Wagner, a Stevenson man, has said he will vote 
for Harriman on the first ballot as a favorite son. One other im- 

jortant New York politician, U.S. Senator Herbert Lehman, has 
Bera standing firm for Stevenson but he is not expected to pull 
many other delegates with him.

With the New York vote, plus a smattering from along the Union 
Pacific and from elsewhere in the north, Harriman’s strategists 
expect their man to run a fair third on the first ballot, behind 
Stevenson and Kefauver. They think he will go upward from 
there as he picks up the votes of favorite sons and of delegates 
pulling away from the leaders. This hope centers on states like 
Wisconsin, where even though the primary gave Estes Kefauver 
all of the delegates, the Democratic state chairman, Philleo Nash, 
is firmly for Harriman. It also turns to states like Missouri, where 
Harry Truman’s strong hand might pull away some of the Syming- 
ton delegates, particularly if the senator from Missouri does not 
seem to be doing well. 


Rumors of a Kefauver deal 


HERE have been persistent rumors about a Harriman-Kefauver 

deal calling for contribution of Harriman money to Kefau- 
ver’s primary campaigns in return for a switch of Kefauver dele- 
gates to Harriman if Estes seems to be fading. There were, indeed, 
some physical facts to lead to this speculation. Last February, 
when Estes Kefauver and Harry Truman were in New York at 
the same time, there was a bustle of coming and going between 
Truman’s suite and Harriman’s town house. Could a Harriman- 
Kefauver ticket have been in the making? Quite naturally, both 
Harriman and Kefauver have consistently denied that there was 
any deal. 

From a practical standpoint both Harriman and Kefauver would 
have been playing a risky game in any early agreement they might 
have made. The agreement would have had to be full of open ends 
and loopholes. TI he more likely prospect is that the deals, whatever 
they may be, will be made under stress in Chicago. 

As the big week in Chicago approaches, Averell Harriman is 
happy that the waiting game he played for months has c 
end. It was not easy for him. At whatever game he i 
polo, bridge, railroading, diplomacy, polit 
urge to keep working, driving, doing. This year he is playing the 
presidential game for keeps. At 64, it is his last chance. 

Less than three months before the Democrats convene, many 

politicians and political observers think that Harriman 
has no better than a slim outside chance. But there are others 
who remember that, only a year before he moved into the state- 
house in Albany, no one but Averell Harriman and Carmine De- 
Sapio thought that he would be nominated and elected governor 
of New York. 

Above all, there is the important political fact that Averell

More than 200 million people 
live in its vast basin and millions toil on it. The power and majesty 
and mystery of the great river have cast their brooding spell over Chi- 
nese life and legend—and over all who know it.

genuinely painful, are purely psychosomatic. Proof of this comes 
from a psychiatrist named Thomas H. Holmes of the University 
of Washington School of Medicine, who has used an electrical 
device to measure activity in the back muscles. He has found 
that almost invariably any anxiety, resentment or hostility in a 
patient is reflected by muscle tension in the lower back. If the 
tension lasts long enough, it produces pain. This would indi- 
cate that school examinations, work deadlines, financial worries, 
domestic troubles and even just a quarrelsome disposition can 
all be causes of backache. 

It is hard to be sympathetic about a disease that cannot be 
seen, heard, felt or X-rayed and thus lends itself ideally to ma- 
lingering or psychological aggravation. It is especially hard when 
the complainant happens to be a spouse, an employe asking for 
time off (or, worse, suing for damages or workmen’s compensa- 
tion) or a patient taking up the time of a busy family doctor. 
Asa result, all too often the backache sufferer’s strangling screams 
of pain has been considered an out-and-out fraud, even by his 
own doctor. 

This was the experience of many soldiers in the World War 
II Army which coined “GI back” as a term of contempt. A hap- 
less soldier who complained of backache often found himself as- 
signed to such deliberately backbreaking jobs as trundling a 
wheelbarrow full of bricks around the post. Nobody ever 
know how much real physical torture was thereby administered. 
One orthopedic specialist who served as head of a big Army hos- 
pital during the war vividly recalls the case of a tough old ser- 
geant who made many “GI back” cases do calisthenics just like 
everybody else and then finally came down with a bad back him. 
self. Between his pain and his remorse the sergeant was prac- 
tically in he thought of all the painful exercises he had 
ordered his stricken men to perform. 


Ignorance of causes and cures 


INCE the back is a highly specialized field, many general prac 
titioners, as well as sergeants, know very little about the 
causes and cures of its aches. They can only prescribe aspirin, a 
bed board, a supporting belt or, if the patient seems to be improv- 
ing, setting-up exercises. These things often work because most 
attacks of back pain eventually subside without special treat- 
ment. When this happens the doctors are inclined to think that 
the whole thing was in the patient’s imagination. 

In great-grandfather’s day people with aching backs were usu- 
ally told by their doctors and tho patent inedising ade that they 
had “lumbago.” This was one of those impressive but completely 
meaningless words that creep into medical terminology from time 
to time. Although “lumbago” sounded like some formal disease 
and made the patient feel that at least he had something specific 
to blame, it was actually nothing more than a synonym for back- 
ache. Nobody had the faintest idea what caused it or how to treat 


it, except with hot towels and liniment. A little later the popular 
phrases became “sciatic rheumatism” or “sciatic 
just fancy ways of saying that the patient had leg p 
his lumbago.

A concerted effort is now finally being made to quit coining non- 
sense and get at the real causes and cures of the backache. A great 
many distinguished physicians realize that a genuine and very 
widespread backache problem exists, and they are doing their level 
though often disparate best to combat it. 


The complicated spine 

NFORTUNATELY the back is one of nature’s most compli- 

cated structures (see picture, p. 152), as indeed it must be to 
have such great strength and suppleness. The spine is composed 
of 33 separate vertebrae (34 in some people), each of these being 
a round piece of bone something like a slice cut out of a broom- 
stick. Hooked on the back of each vertebra are several bony ap- 
pendages, called spinous processes, extending to each side and 
rearward toward the skin. It is the processes. not the vertebrae 
themselves, which can be felt by rubbing a hand down the back. 
These appendages form a little archway or hole at the back of each 
vertebra through which passes the spinal cord constituting the

the body. There are seven cervical vertebrae in the neck, then 12 
thoracic vertebrae to which the ribs are attached, then five lumbar 
vertebrae in the lower back region (which is the most frequent 
site of pain) and finally 10 or ‘Il others which are more or less 
fused together into the two structures at the base of the spine 
known as the sacrum and coccyx. 

The vertebrae are separated from each other and cushioned b 
little slices of tough rubbery material called discs, but they are 
bound together into a strong and fairly stable column by a long 
structure of ligaments—the strong, tough, almost cartilaginous 
white tissue binding bone to bone at each joint of the body—as 
well as by an immensely complicated series of muscles running 
the full length of the spine from neck to coccyx. Other ligaments 
and muscles connect the thoracic vertebrae to the ribs, adding to 
the strength and stability of the spine. in anchor at the base, 
strong ligaments around the sacroiliac joint fasten the sacrum 
securely to the pelvic girdle. 

The animals, loping along on all fours, seldom have any trouble 
with their spinal apparatus. Their weight is mos 
from the posterior processes of the spine, held like a well 
suspension bridge by the strong bands of muscle. An 
dises serve only to keep the vertebrae separated and the spine 
supple. Any stresses and strains that might be set up by lifting 
a heavy object with the teeth or by playing or fighting are dis- 
tributed evenly over the ligaments and muscles and are easi ly 
absorbed. One of the few animals which seems to suffer from 
backaches is the dog, particularly the dachshund, probably be- 
use his bridge is just too long for the rest of him and tends 
to fall of its own weight. 

Mankind, on the other hand, insists on defying gravity by stand- 
ing erect. His back muscles have to work 16 hours a day just to 
hold him up. He bounces up and down on ine as on a pogo 
stick, putting a heavy load of weight and shock on the discs. And 
when he bends over from the waist to pick up a shoe or golf 
ball, as he is always doing, he exerts an almost intolerable strain 
on his lower back, The bend comes between the fused vertebrae 
of the sacrum and the lumbar vertebrae just above them. 

This point, called the lumbo-sacral joint, is like the fulcrum of 
a lever. It and the one or two joints above it must support the 
entire weight of the torso and do the hard work of lifting it. When 
a man straightens up from a bent-over position, the strain on the 
muscles, vertebrae, ligaments and dises can amount to more than 
a quarter of a ton. If something is lifted at the same time, the 
weight of the object is multiplied by a leverage factor of 15 or more, 
depending on the length of the torso and the position of the arms. 
Thus the frailest stenographer who bends over to lift a portable 
typewriter or the housewife who picks up a sack of flour from the 
pantry floor subjects her lower tack: to:endions.ovabcaneol, wa 
half a ton or more.

HILE the spine is a most ingenious structure, it is also highly

Adam probably suffered from backache and so in all likelihood 
did Eve. In ancient Rome the poet Horace wrote that the greatest 
wealth a man could possibly enjoy was to have everything well 
with “your belly, your back and your feet,” indicating that among 
the Romans there was frequently something out of kilter in the 
back department. But of all generations of mankind, our present 
one almost certainly complains the most, and most of all in the 
U.S. There are many reasons. For one thing, medical science 
today keeps alive more people with torsos susceptible to back- 
aches: tall, skinny people with weak muscles and round shoulders 
and heavy people whose muscles have to support an almost impos- 
sible burden. Moreover, medical science keeps the average person 
alive much longer than in previous generations, to the point 
where muscles and joints begin to degenerate with age. Even the 
most powerful tack may give out eventually under the effort 
of being human, 

Many of the work and play habits in our society seem almost 
ideally conducive to backache. Even the shorter work week is a 
hazard. The manual worker who uses his back a lot, as in shoveling 
or lifting, has to be in almost perfect physical shape and should 
never let a day pass without strenuous exercise. Yet he often likes 
to spend his spare time sitting quietly over a glass of beer and a 
deck of cards. The toll among workingmen’s backs after a two-week 
vacation is just terrible. On the other hand the sedentary office 
worker, who is almost never in shape, often likes to spend his 
weekends and vacations pretending that he can mow the lawn in 
the morning, play 36 holes of golf in the afternoon and then dance 
most of the night. Every big-city back specialist with a white- 
collar clientele finds himself busiest of all when the vacationers 
limp back from their overexertions. 


The housewife’s burden 


BX for housewives, they frequently get up from childbirth and 
plunge right into their work, which in terms of pliysical effort 
is about as strenuous as a carpenter's job. Many of them enjoy 
civilization’s greatest boon to the female back, the girdle or corset 
which helps support the muscles and distribute the strain. But, 
as one back doctor has sorrowfully observed, “Women usually 
leave off their corsets while doing the housework and then put 
them on to sit down and play canasta.” 

There are more sedentary workers today than ever before, and 
the sedentary life itself is a threat to the back. The typist, for 
example. commonly sits erect in her chair, with her arms stretched 
and her posture rigid. In this position the whole weight of her 
upper torso must be supported for hours at a time by the lower 
back muscles. The stenographer sits for long hours with right 
leg crossed over left to serve as a table for her shorthand pad. The 
newspaper copy reader hunches over a desk, always tilted a little 
to his left as his right hand wields a pencil. 

All these people keep certain sets of back muscles tensed always 
in one direction. These muscles grow fatigued from weariness 
while their opposite numbers grow weak from lack of exercise. 
The sedentary worker also often finds himself in a position where 
he has to call on his back muscles for a tremendous effort without 
the slightest preparation. The file clerk has to struggle with a 
stuck window, putting pressure on her lumbo-sacral joint that is 
almost beyond calculation. The junior executive is sent on a trip 
where he has to run for a train while carrying two heavy suit- 
cases. a briefcase and a golf bag. The stenographer and her room- 
mate find they have to lift a 200-pound sofa to clean their carpet. 
Whether the sedentary worker can get by with such excesses of 
effort is largely a matter of luck. 


Railroad spine? 


OME years ago when the seats in commuting trains were harder 
S and more uncomfortable than they are today, the big cities had 
an epidemic of what doctors called “railroad spine”: stiffness and 
pain suffered by commuters from being immobilized for long peri- 
ods of time in a difficult position. Today “railroad spine” has its 
counterpart among people who spend long hours driving an auto- 
mobile, sitting in a movie or watching television without shifting 
their posture. Schoolteachers who object to having the small fry 
squirm about in their seats probably contribute in the long run 
to the backache statistics. 

All in all, our industrial society and our rising standard of 
living, which have greatly reduced the incidence of so many

Some specialists believe that perhaps as many as 80% of all 
backaches are caused by muscles which are too weak or stiff to do 
the work for which they are called upon.

pone of the weak-musele theory is Dr. Hans Kraus, known for 

is part in devising and using tests for muscular fitness. Dr. Kraus 
and his associates reported last year that practically all Euro- 
pean children could pass these tests but that 56.6% of U.S. chil- 
dren failed—a report which shocked President Eisenhower, The 
basic tenet of the muscular fitness enthusiasts is that American 
have let their backs grow so weak through lack of exercise thai 
they are in dire danger of aches and pains if they so much a 
shake hands too vigorously. 

Doctors are aware, of course, that physical conditioning is a relo- 
tive matter. A man with lots of muscle and the ability to ae 200. 
pound boxes around all day may find his back giving out if he tric 
the same thing with 300-pound boxes. Indeed one back doctor 
recalls that perhaps his most heart-rending patient was a profes- 
sional wrestler, a giant with muscles of frightening size, who mad 
the mistake of laying off his profession for a few months and then 
going back into the ring without any preliminary seasoning of the 
muscles. He came a cropper the first time he tried to lift his behe- 
moth opponent for a routine airplane spin and was a sorry sigh’ 
when the doctor got to him. 

Poor physical condition does not, of course, account for all hack 
ailments. Many orthopedic specialists say that a number of the 
most severe backaches stem from the phenomenon popularly 
known as the slipped dise, first recognized a mere two decades 
The slipped disc—more properly called protruded disc or ruptured 
disc or herniated disc—is now almost as common a phrase among 
laymen as was lumbago a half century ago. 

The dise, which acts as a cushion between the vertebrae, is in 
composition something like a thick-skinned grape with a tough 
and fibrous outer coating containing a relatively soft and pulps 
interior. Because man insists on walking erect and bending for 
ward at the waist, the discs in the lower back take a terrible beat 
ing, and in a good many people they gradually give out. Sometime: 
they rupture and the pulp protrudes a little, the mishap which i: 
known in today’s popular terminology as the slipped disc. Some 
ies the pulp squashes out altogether and the disc practically 
disappears, leaving the two vertebrae without a cushion. This i: 
known as a degenerated disc. 

It has been established beyond doubt that a great many peopl

corpus, If it is out of place and you were born in the month of March or under 
the sign of Pisces, all your children will have wooden legs and straw hats.” 
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do have slipped or degenerated discs. Where statistics have been 
kept, it appears that about three out of 10 of all cadavers cut up 
in medical schools exhibit some dise trouble. 

The typical progress of a severe disc case is thought to go 
something like this: under a strain of some sort, some of the fibers 
of the dise start to tear. This sets up inflammation and swelling, 
causing an acute ache in the back which lasts for several days, 
perhaps as many as 10. As the patient rests his back—either delib- 
erately by staying in bed, or by force of circumstances because his 
back is so stiff and painful that he can hardly move it even while 
walking around—the swelling and pain disappear. But sooner or 
later another such attack occurs, and then another and another. 
Finally there comes a day when the patient simply coughs, sneezes 
or picks up a piece of paper off the floor and the weary, weakened, 
hatte out completely. It ruptures and protrudes. 
Sometimes the disc impinges directly on one of the big nerves 
that branch off from the spinal cord. Sometimes it sets up an in- 
direct pressure on the nerve by causing severe swelling in the 
whole area. 

In either case the nerve is affected to such an extent that the 
pain radiates down the buttocks and thighs, and the patient now 
has that excruciating condition known as sci: It is one of 
nature’s little jokes that at this point the backache itself may dis- 
appear—leaving the pain down the legs in its place. The patient is 
also in some danger of partial paralysis of one or two of the leg 
This condition will last until the pressure on the nerve is 
ed and may last forever if the nerve is so badly damaged by 
the pressure as to be killed. In the old days a good many backaches 
like a good many toothaches were doubtless cured the hard way by 
the passage of time, during which the nerves were deadened and 
numbness was left in place of pain. 

When sciatica is caused by a disc condition, the specialist has a 
standard procedure for tracking down the trouble spot. Each nerve 
from the lower spine to the legs follows its own special and well- 
known route, like the cables from a telephone exchange, and by 
determining which areas of the leg are painful and which if any 
are numb, the specialist can determine the location of the slipped 
disc. ‘The same is true for the somewhat rarer case of a slipped 
dise in the neck, where the pain and numbness radiate down the 
arms instead of down the legs. 

Once the diagnosis of a slipped disc has been made, some doc- 
tors like to operate. They either snip away the part of the disc that 
touches the nerve or simply remove the disc, sometimes fusing the 
two vertebrae which it formerly separated. Many conservative or- 
thopedic men, however, shun operating except as a last resort. 
They hold that the pain from a slipped disc is usually caused by 
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the swelling, and that the swelling can be reduced and the dise re- TI N 
stored to a semblance of working order by the proper treatment, 
which consists mainly of rest. 

Doctors of this school often differ even among themselves in 
details of treatment, but in general their recommendations would 
go something like this: the patient should stay in bed, using a bed 
board to keep his spine straight, until the worst of the pain has 
subsided. After that he may need a brace—usually a medical corset 
with steel supports extending from his pelvis to his ribs—to keep 
his lower back as immobile as possible until the pain is gone. (If 
the slipped disc is in the neck, the patient often wears a big pro- 
tective collar like that worn for a broken neck.) When the swelling 
and pain have subsided, the patient can discard the brace, resume 
normal activities and even do some exercises designed to strength- 
en muscles which can take some pressure off the disc. He will have 
to learn to bend at the knees and to squat with his back almost 
erect when he wants to pick something off the floor, and above all 
when he lifts anything heavy. The whole secret of this type of 
treatment is to coddle the dise and never again subject it to the 
cruel pressure involved in lifting the torso from a deep bow. 

A more advanced approach to back treatment is typified by the 
work of the Institute of Physical Medicine and Rehabilitation, a 

art of New York University-Bellevue Medical Center in New York 
lity. The doctors of this institute, along with many other members 
of the profession, say so many bad discs have been found in post 
mortems on people who never complained of back pain that the 
damaged dise can hardly be considered the main villain. Nor do 
these doctors believe that the attempts of physical-fitness advo- 
cates to build us into a race of heavily muscled athletes will do 
ay with most of our serious backaches. 

‘hat they do believe, in essence, is that practically all back 
trouble is “functional”: that is, it is the fault of muscles and liga- 
ments which are just working badly, not the result of a specific 

athological condition which could be seen in an X-ray or detected 

y a post mortem. We let our back muscles get out of shape for the 
kind of work we do (¢.g., the wrestler who laid off his profession 
too long) or we attempt tasks which are beyond our physical capac- 
ity (e.g., the sedentary worker's 36 holes of golf on Saturday). 
We strain our muscles, stretching or tearing them, and this pro- 
duces swelling and painful muscle spasms. Often our posture and 
habitual movements at work (as in the case of garment cutters and 
stenographers) throw our whole muscular system out of balance. 
One group of muscles grows tight from overwork; the oppos 
group of muscles becomes lax and flabby. Or we hold our muscles 
tensed in one position for so long that they grow weary and start to 
hurt or collapse from sheer fatigue. 

Just as the muscles of the hand will grow stiff and painful from 
the unaccustomed work of carrying a heavy suitcase to the point 
where we feel we cannot go another minute without transferring 
it to the other hand, so the muscles of the back may give out if 
not rested at suitable intervals. One explanation of this phenome- 
non is that the bloodstream cannot carry away all the lactic acid, 
carbon dioxide and other chemicals which the muscle produces 
when hard at work. These products accumulate in the muscle tissue 
and finally set up an acute or chronic irritation. 


The record of 1,000 cases 


N the more than 1,000 cases which have been handled at the 
Institute of Physical Medicine and Rehabilitation, all of them 
cases of the most difficult and persistent type. the doctors there 
have concluded that about 60% were caused by muscular strain 
or the sprain of a ligament, and another 30% by muscular fatigue. 
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In other cases, where the trouble is diagnosed by these doctors 
as imbalance caused by overwork of one set of muscles at the ex- 
pense of the opposite set, they try to get the patient to undertake 
corrective exercises which will give the underdeveloped muscles a 
little activity. Where the trouble is fatigue, the doctors try to get 
the patient to take more rest periods or find a way to vary his pos- 
ture and movements at the job. All this constitutes a custom-made 
diagnosis and treatment which is extremely time-consuming for 
the doctors. They believe, however, that this is the only way they 
can get results, As one of the founders of the school has put it, 
“No two back cases are alike and we might as well reconcile our- 
selves to this fact. There is no short cut to this problem,” But 
most doctors believe, on the encouraging side, that a good many 
cases of backache could be avoided if everybody observed these 
four simple rules: 

1) Lift with the legs, not the back. Reach down for an object by 
bending the knees and squatting while keeping the back straight. 

2) Avoid overexertion. Remember that even the professional 
wrestler has his limits of strength and that the average house- 
holder is foolish to spade up a sizable garden patch in a single 
morning or to try to lift a piano. 

3) Exercise regularly but by easy stages. Swim and play a little 
tennis whether you like it or not, but start out the golfing season 
with an easy session of chipping and putting instead of 18 strenu- 
ous holes. 

4) Change position as often as possible. Avoid the cramped 
muscles of the immobilized stenographer or commuter. 

The M.D.s are not the only practitioners in the field of the back- 
ache. The osteopaths, with their manipulations of the spine and 
its muscles, have effected some spectacular cures. Indeed, even 
some masseurs with no formal training of any kind, such as the late 
“Bonesetter” Reese of great fame in the baseball world, seem to 
have a knack for straightening out patients who go to them scarce 
able to walk, This is probably because many “cricks” in the back 
are caused by muscle spasms and can be relieved by kneading. 
(They can also be relieved by relaxing the muscle with an injection 
of anesthetic, which is what many medical doctors now use.) 

In a rather different category are the chiropractors, the practi- 
tioners of the theory that a large proportion of human disease is 
caused by vertebrae getting out of line and impinging on the big 
nerves that branch out from the spinal cord. Because chiropractors 
specialize in manipulation of the spine, they attract a lot of patients 
who suffer from backache. They press against some suspect verte- 
bra and often there is a sudden snap and the patient gets up feeling 
much better. It would be extremely hard, averse to convince 
any orthopedic specialist that a chiropractor has ever cured any 
case of backache that was not 100% imaginary. 

The medical profession itself has to take much of the blame for 
driving many patients to the chiropractors and the bonesetters. 
This is one reason many of the modern experts in the field feel a 
great urge to crusade among the general practitioners. They hope 
for the day when all G.P.s will take a more serious view of the 
backache and, instead of brushing it off as a psychological problem 
or an insoluble mystery, will carefully treat the patients they can 
and send the others to the specialists. 
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SIMPLE PRECAUTIONS against the pain of summer backache include bend- 
ing at the knees instead of from the hips to pick up objects, exercising sensibly 
instead of strenuously and, above all, getting plenty of rest and relaxation.
